Call for Sanhedrin 


(By a Jewisn CHRONICLE Reporter] 


The establishment of a Sanhedrin 
and an Orthodox reinterpretation of 
some of the Jewish laws were advo- 
cated at the three-day Conference of 
Anglo Jewish Preachers, which began 
in the Ernst Schiff Hall of the Great 
Synagogue, on Tuesday. 


The Chief Rabbi, who is Presiden of 
the Standing Committee of the confer- 
ence, in his opening address on Tuesday 
morning, spoke of the destruction of over 
4 third of the Jewish population of the 
world and of the redistribution of Jewish 
Communities. 

Of the children of Europe, he said, 
only 150,000 out of a pre-war population 
of 1.200.000 remained alive in 1945. 
They had increased in the past two years 
to 177,000. 


Gap in Generations 


For years to come, he went on, there 
was going to be a big gap in the genera- 
tions as far as European Jewry was 
concerned, and that meant a serious 
oroblem when the possibility of a 
revival of Judaism in Europe was con- 
sdered. On the other hand, the re- 
organisation of the State of Israel had 
even them great hope for the future. 

On the question of * dual loyalties,” 
the Chief Rabbi said that there could 
not be any real difficulty in the matter 
of political loyalties. What concerned 
him more was the religious reactions 
which were taking place in this country 
where they had the largest community 
west of the “Iron Curtain,” and. the 
mpact of the State of Israel upon their 
religious life 

Among the problems that agitated 
them was that of authority. Recently he 
had been asked to. give his views on 
question of the certification of marriages. 
which had come before the Board of 
Depu es 

He had given a decision, he said, in a 
form which he thought was compatible 
with democratic institutions. That deci- 
sion had had some influence in defeating

the amendment which was brought before pret the events of the 


rd 

nbd! of members of their Ortho- 
dox community, representing Orthodox 
synagogues had decided, on humane and 
egal grounds, to accept the amendment 
and not follow his advice, Some Deputies 
represented institutions that were sup- 
posed to be under his jurisdiction. 

He was mentioning this, he said, be- 
caus the question of authorit Was very 
mporiant and one about which the com- 
monity had to be quite clear. The 
authority which was vested in him as 
Chief Rabbi was one that had won 
gradually throughout the past century the 
satural confidence and loyalty of the 
irgest section of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity. That authority derived not so 
much from the personalities or even the 
erudition of those who were his predeces- 
sors, derived ultimately from the 
Torah as embodied in the Halacha—in 
the Din 

“a man,” declared the Chief Rabbi. 
“myst be removed from his position if 
x: any terme he is guilty of making Jewish 
law a crooked thing.” 

He felt that in the tasks that lay ahead.. 
those in the Ministry who represented 
the Orthodox or traditional interpreta- 
sen of Judaism must support che author- 
wy of tlk Rabbinate. 

‘They had to fight against secularism, 
indifference, and against an aggressive 
attitude on the part of those who spoke 
1) the name of what was called “ Pro- 
gressive Judaism.” Uniess they, of the 
Orthodox wing, stood together and were 
orepared champion their Orthodoxy 
and interpret it as it should be, then far 
from tus beir@ accused of splitting the 
community because of the decision 
he gave, the Liberal or Progressive move- 
ment was gong to destroy and disrup: 
the whole fabric of their Anglo-Jewish 
life 

The Chet Rabbi next dealt with the 
isracli aspect of the question of author- 
ity. Isracl to-day, he- said, was blessed 
wah a fine Chiet Rabb nate and since the 
eiablishment of the State of Israel it 
had issued certain directives. These had 
been so worded as to suggest that they 
should be adopted by world Jewry. 


Jewry'’s Spiritual Centre 


He had. said Rabbi Brodie, the greatest 
respect for that Chief Rabbinaje. As a 
lover of Isracl. anxious: to. see Israel 
really become the spiritual centre ol 
world Jewry, he was anxious to see that 
the Chief Rabbinate of Israel should 
have high prestige. He was even pre- 
pared to accept their decisions. 

“Bui,” he declared, “there must be 
consultation. and advice must be sought. 
Otherwise. we are not going to. have that 
authority in Judaism which is considered 
to be paramount 

They were. he went on, now living at a 
time when there was so much lack of 
discipline that it became more than ever 
necessary to see authority properly estab- 
ushed and enthroned. 

He would hike. declared Rabbi Brodie. 
‘a Sanhedrin to be re-established, and for 
it to have close association with their 
COMMUNALLIES But while many others 
would look to it for Sr would 
they be prepared to accept its decision 
when i said a thing was 4 

As one of the few surviving commun- 
lies in Europe, Rabbi Brodie continued, 
they fel: that a special ‘responsibility 
fesied upon them to preserve and main- 
lan Judaism and Jewish culture

The religious bloc and Rabbinic 
authorities throughout the world musi 
now re-evaluate the Shulchan Aruch, not 
looking at it from the past or with the 
inhibitions which had arisen from the 
fear of assimilation but starting from the 
point of view of a modern State. They 
must see what was mecessary and essen- 
tal and then go to’the Halacha and 
wrest from it that which was needed 
for a modern State. They must not 
attempt to fit, forcibly if need be, an 
unwilling and unconvinced population 
into’ a preconceived pattern 


Fatal to Israel's Future 


‘To do nothing,” he declared, “ to 
approach the probiem in infinitesimal 
siages. to hope to enforce an uncon- 
sdered. undigested. and unmodernised 
Shulchan Aruch by the acquisition of 
political power or by political manocuvre, 
would be fatal to the whole. spiritual 
fuiure of Israel.” 

When the whole of Judaism had been 
re-examined ruthlessly, yet with thorough 
respect for traditional forms and belets 
what emerged mus; be a clear, modern, 
vital. and compelling presentation of the 
greatness of their faith as the source and 
power of all that was fundamental in the 
ethical and moral! principles on which 
alone the universe could be upheld. 

Sanhedrin must meet mow OF 
never.” he urged. The duty of the Ortho- 
dox Jew in the Diaspora, during — this

In order to bring the problem into bold 
rehel, he would venture to suggest that in

Speaking on “ The Jew and his Neigh- 
bour.” Dr. Parkes said that the problem 
of the relations between the majority and 
minority was one of the most compicx 
in building up a decent human com- 
munity 

They all instinctively tended to regard 
somebody who was a member of an 


identifiable: minority differently from the 


way in which they regarded an ordinary 
neighbour. 

Jews were not the only ones who were 
affected in this wav. But where u did 
come very hard on the Jews was that 
they were the universal minoriuy 

If things went badly, human beings 
wanted a scapegoat. and the casiesi 
people to blame were the people who 
could not hit back-—the minorrty 

Dr Parkes said that the Jews had 
through their imitiauive, imagination, and 
adveniuring spirtt of the proncering 
minority, brought all kinds of new in- 
dustries with them to the countries in 
which they settied. 

Mr. Henriques said that his experience 
had been that there was much anti- 
Semitism which was not due to prejudice, 
but to ignorance The Jew and the 
Christian did not know each other, and 
the more they did know one another the 
more they learnt to respect each other.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


GOD, TORAH, ISRAEL 


“ The appointed seasons of the Lord 
which ye shall proclaim to be haly con- 
vocations, even these are My appointed 
seasons (Leviticus, 2.) 


HE Midrash Shochar Tov gives 
a curious mterpretation to this 
verse. It states that the Holy 
One, Blessed be He, accepts the fixing 


of the New Moon according to Israel's 
decision. As soon as the earthly 


Sanhedrin has prochiimed the time. the 
heavenly tribunal is forced to ratify 
it, and thus the festivals too are sub- 
ject to the same rule. Those days 
which Israel appoints as its holy-days. 
those are the days which are accepted 
on high. 

Another curious statement. from. the 
same Midrashic collection. will help us 
to understand the very bold conception 
contained im this idea. The Midrash says. 


“The Holy One, the Torah and Israel 
are One.” 

Are they equals in this unity ? Heaven 
ford! God pre-exisied the Universe 
He brought it into existence, but when 
He created # He held the Torah in His 
hand as an architect holds’a plan and 
built # according to Torah hen. to 
make the divine scheme complete. afier 
twenty generations Israel emerged. the 
people who would devote themscives 
utterly and unquestioningly to the Torah 


IF that were to be so, then in this great 

umty. in ths oneness of God. Torah 
and Israci, the three components must 
each find a real function. Israel was not 


destined to be merely the receiving end of 


the chain. Isracl too was to be a creative 
partner. What Israci did would have in- 
fluence even on high, proveded that which 
Israel did was accomplished in the hght

Because the Holy One. the Torah, and 
Israc!l are one The Torah commands 
compassion, that man shall love his nergh- 
bour, that he shall not stand wnoon the 
blood of his neighbour (that is, siand idly 
by when his ncighbour perishes). This is a 
simple command of the Torah. So the

MACHZIKE HADATH AND LIBERALS 


A “ Biased” Report 
{By a Jewisn Curonicite Reporter] 


The controversy at the Board of Depu- 
ties over the appointment of marriage 
secretaries to the Liberal Synagogues was 
deak with by Dr. Bernard Homa, L.C.C., 
when he presided on Sunday over the 
annual meeting of the Spitalficids Great 
Synagogue, London, E.1 (the Machzike 
Hadath}. Dr. Homa also attacked Tue 
JewisH CrHronic ie for its report of the 
recent special meeting of the Deputics. 

After reviewing the activities of the 
synagoguc, Dr. Homa said that the 
Liberals desired to secure marriage 7 
under an Act of Parliament which had 
been granied to Orthodox Jews a century 
ago. 

THe Jewisn he went on, 
had gone out of its way to give a very 
biased report of the whole affair. Having 
stressed the arguments of the Liberals and 
Reform Jews, he asserted, they had given 
wary lithe to the arguments on the other 
side. 

This, he said, was surprising, having 
regard to the fact that the matter was one 
in which a JT POG was given by the 
Chief Rabbi and upon which there could 
be no doubt how Orthodox Jews should 
have voted. 

As a result of the decision of the Board 
of Deputies, he continued, the Liberal 
Jewish Communities had indicated that 
they were going to leave the Board. That 
was unfortunate, because u broke the 
unity of the community, but if the deci- 
sion had gone the other way, he would 
have recommended to their congregation 
that they should secede from the Board 
because an adverse decision would have 
meant an important breach of rehgious 
principle. 


Referring to the decision of the Spanish 
and Portuguese community to leave the 
Board, he said that there was no religious 
principle involved. Their action, coming 
as it did after the decision of the Liberal 
amendment, would be regarded by many 

ple as being due to sympathy with the 
beral Jews. 

There was. he said, room in the general 
management of the Board for a more 
adequate representation of minorities on 
the committees, and if such representauon 
could be safeguarded for the Spanish and 
Portuguese community and for any others 
who d misgivings, they would have 
gone a long way to solving some of the 
difficulties at the Board. ) 

In spite of what had been said by Tue 
JewisH Curonicie, Dr. Homa declared. 
the Board's decision was a right one and 
his only regret was that some of the 
leaders of the United Synagogue at the 
Board s e and also voted against the 
7 PSS of their own Chief Rabbi.

“ DIPLOMATIC GESTURE” 

The problem of procuring an open 
hearse, required by the Egyptian Legation 
in Budapest to bury a diplomat of the 
Legation. in accordance with Mohamme- 
dan rites. faced the Hungarian Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. The difficulty was 
resolved when, alter fruitless inquiries 
throughout the city. they learned that the 
local: Chevra. Kadisha possessed such a 
hearse; which they wi'lingly placed at 
the disposal of the Ministry. Thus it 
came about that an Egyptian Mohamme- 
dan diplomat was borne to his grave in 
a hearse belonging to the Chevra 
Kadisha. The use of an open hearse by 
some Jews on the Continent, I am reli- 
abdiy mformed, is quite common. in 
coniradisiinciion to the custom among 
Jews in this country, where only closed 
hearses are used. 


The 100 Dears 


The following is an extract from THe 
JewisH Curonicte of Jyear 26. 4609- 
May 18. 1849. . 

CONVENTION OF JEWS IN 
AMERICA.—At a meeting of Israelites 
in the City of Albany on February 
17, 1849, Mr. Martin Stern was called 
to the Chair. and Feist Traub acted as 
secretary. The meeting being con- 
vened for the purpose of taking into 
consideration the project o an 
assembly of delegates of all Jewish 
Congregations of North America. re- 
quested Rabb; Dr. Wise to address the 
meeting. The Beth-Ei Congregation 
of Albany declared its willingness to 
send at least one delegate to the pro- 
posed assembly... The following was 
among the resolutions passed: That 
these proceedings be sent to the Rev. 
Isaac Leeser. the Editor of the Occt- 
DENT in Philadelphia, with the request 
of having them inserted in the next 
number of his periodical. he having the 
merit, of agitaiing and bringing 
subjecy before the American Israclites.

have replaced it by the acceptance of the 
law of the State, whatever tha: jaw may 
be and however frequently it may 
change.” 

The Liberals, said Mr. Levy, performed 
marriages illegal in Jewish jaw, and by 
such action the last stronghold of Juda. 
ism in the Diaspora was undermined 
Virtually this was “a complete denial of 
historic Judaism.” 


Break from Tradition 


Those who sought to break away from 
the traditional practices of histori 
Judaism, he went on, were by ther very 
actions creating schism. There was. he 
agreed, much that might still be amended 
but, he said. “ changes wil! com: ‘hrough 
a process of historical development. no 
by senseless and unlawful revolw. on.” 

“I was privileged,” said Mr. Levy. 
“to serve on the special communa! wb. 
committee which investigated the prob. 
lem of marriage guidance. | can wuh 
assurance affirm that intolerance in this 


connection 1s far from being the prero- 


gative of one section of the community. 

“We are facing a possible crisis ip 
the community,’ he concluded We 
must take our stand feariessiy and not be 
terrorised by the threat of Libera! seces. 
sion, for they secede at their own peril. 
just as other anti-tradiiiona! sects have 
done in the past. They may depart and 
be lost: but traditional Judaism con. 
tinues unimpaired.”

BRITISH ENVOY TO 
ISRAEL 


Question of Status Delays 
Departure 


[By a Jewisn Reporver| 


Mr. A. K. Helm, who has been ap- 
pointed United Kingdom Representative 
in Israel, has delayed his departure for 
Tel Aviv while discussions regarding his 
status are being held. He and rs. 
Helm had expected to leave on May 5 
and intended staying at a hotel until a 
suitable villa was available. 

Then the Foreign Office were seized with 
a sudden fear that Mr. Helm might not 
be afforded the facilities and immunity 
commensurate with British prestige, They 
therefore approached the Isracli Repre- 
sentative ip London and requested diplo- 
matic courtesies for Mr. Helm which 
are usually accorded only to a Repre- 
sentative with full diplomatic status, 

This meant. in effect, that the Foreign 
Office were asking for the advantages that 
accompany de jure recogmition, while at 
the same time refusing to grant such 
recognition until, as they reiterate, the 
problems of the Arab refugees and the 
‘future of Jerusalem are settied. 


Positions Not Parallel 


The Foreign Office argument seems to 
be that the positions of Dr. Eliash and 
Mr. Helm are not parallel. Dr. Eliash 
found in London old-established and 
smooth!y-runnming diplomatic machinery. 
In Tel Aviv. conditions are quite differ- 
ent, besides winch there may be a ceriain 
amoun: of anti-British feeling. 

It will be recalled that last November 
a similar situation arose when Britain 
wanted to send a fepresentative to Tel 
Aviv without giving even de facto recog- 
nition to the State of Israel. The Israch 
Government poimted out then that hs 
presence in Tel Aviv could not be of 
much help since he would have no official 
diplomatic status. 

Observers in Tel Aviv remarked that 
Mr. Helm might find it embarrassing to 
be on a different diplomatic footing from 
that of the representatives of America 
and Russia, as well as of other States. 


Delicate Knot 


So Mr. and Mrs. Helm must wait 
while this delicate knot is unravelled. 
The discussions here, I am told, are being 
carned, on very amicably by both sides. 
but as long as de jure recognition is with- 
held the final decision musi rest with 
Tel Aviv 

Dr. Ehash has been in this country for 
five weeks and is still staying at an hotel. 
Most of Mr. Helm’s staff. which will 
number about 40, are already in’ Tel 
Aviv or on the way. 

The. staff includes Mr. N. Crowe 
(formerly Commercial Attaché to the 
British Embassy in Paris), who is Firs 
Secretary: Mr. J. W. Stoodley, another 
economic expert. as Commercial Attaché : 
and Mr. David Balfour, as specialist on 
local tradition. 

Mr. J. E. Cable, who deals with finance 
im the Eastern Division (including Pales- 
tine) of the Foreign Office, will probably 
join them later, and an official of the 
Treasury iS also expected to go when 
nnancial talks. which are expected to 
cover a wide field. begin in Te! Aviv.

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For quality, comfort and 
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ISRAEL A MEMBER 
OF U.N. 


ISRAEL'S entry into the United Nations on 
Wednesday comes as the fitting climax to 
a year of sustained endeavour in every field, 
a year marked by the progressive realisa- 
tion, step by step, of the aims proclaimed 
upon the assumption of national indepen- 
dence in May, 1948. The possibility existed 
of an adjournment of the decision until the 
autumn, and perhaps no great harm would 
have been done in the political field by such 
a postponement, towards which the policy 
of the British Government has clearly been 
pointing for several months. But it was 
right and proper to grant full equality of 
international status to the new State here 
and now, rather than prolong the existence 
of a fictitious distinction between Israel and 
its Arab neighbours. The latter, in con- 
tinuing their unsuccessful rearguard action 
along every part of the way, argued against 
Israel's admission on the grounds that the 
outcome of the Lausanne conference ought 
to be awaited, and substantially the same 
argument was employed by this country’s 
representative in explaining his abstention 
from the vote. Here again, a8 on every 
previous occasion, the majority of the 
Assembly acted in a broader and more states- 
manlike spirit when it refused to let the issue 
of principle depend upon tactical considera- 
tions. ‘It is not without significance that 
the majority included a number of Latin- 
American States whose concern for Christian 
interests in Jerusalem, and in the Holy Land 
generally, must be reckoned at least as great 
as that of the Lebanese delegate and his 
political prompters. If the number of 
abstentions was larger than one could have 
wished, and if they included some whom one 
might have expected to vote in favour of 
Israel's admission, the outcome nevertheless 
remains one which may well be regarded as 
something of a moral triumph. 

Against this background, neither the 
tortuous course of the Lausanne discussions 
nor the last-minute uncoiling of bureaucratic 
red tape in London need cause undue alarm. 
After what has happened at Lake Success, 
the Arab delegates at Lausanne may be less 
inclined to play. for time, a natural and tradi- 
tional propensity powerfully reinforced until 
this week by the characteristic hope that the 
Assembly would lend itself, even though un- 
wittingly, to the manceuvre. It has now been 
made clear before the world that even the 
invocation of the magic word “ Jerusalem ” 
is- powerless to turn back the course of his- 
tory; the more so since the Jews have offered 
their own solution of the problem, and one 
which may commend itself to all those 
genuinely interested in the internationalisa- 
tion of the Holy Places. Work at Lausanne 
has been speeded up, and the results should 
become apparent before Mr. Eturipge’s 
unavoidable return to the United States. Of 
the sudden emergence of another sort of 
probliem—this time connected with diplo- 
matic protocol —here in London one hardly 
knows how to speak with full seriousness. 
It would appear that the Foreign Office has 
only now realised the difficulty of obtaining 
full diplomatic status for the British repre- 
sentative in Tel Aviv while Britain continues 
to lag behind the rest of the world in grant- 
ing de jure recognition to Israel. Here. too, 
yesterday's vote at Lake Success should 
smooth the path of reason. The fiction that 
Israel has yet to work its passage before 
becoming a full-fledged member of the inter- 
national community cannot be maintained 
any longer. 3 


PREACHERS: IN 
CONFERENCE 


THIS week has witnessed the meeting in 
London of the Conference of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers, which constitutes the eighth of 
the series. It is just over forty years since, 
on the initiative of THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 
the first of these Conferences was held in 
1908 under the presidency of the Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Hermann ADLER. His succes- 
sor. Dr. J. H. Hertz, presided over the last 
of the gatherings in 1938, The subsequent 
lengthy break has, of course, been due to the 


Second World War, followed by the lamented 
death of Dr. Hertz and the interregnum in 
his high office. Ministers and laity alike 
have always recognised the great value of 
these periodical meetings. It is therefore 
only natural that Rabbi Bropie should have 
lost no time in convening this present 
assembly, which met shortly before the 
first anniversary of his own appointment to 
the Chief Rabbinate. The tremendous events 
which have taken place during the last 11 
years Sbviously invest the proceedings with 
much more than routine importance. At the 
same time, the community owes a particu- 
larly warm debt of gratitude to the Rev. L 
LivINGsTONE, the Hon. Secretary, through 
whose long experience and tireless zeal the 
necessary continuity of endeavour has been 
happily preserved. Membership of the Con- 
ference is open to all Anglo-Jewish preachers 
recognising the Chief Rabbi's ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction, and a representative gathering 
has attended from both the Metropolis and 
the Provinces. The subjects appointed for 
discussion have covered a commendably 
wide ficld under the general heading of 
“Judaism and Jewry in the’ Post-War 
World.” They have included the considera- 
tion of Halachic and other problems of 
religious tradition in Israel and the Diaspora. 
There exists a consensus of opinion that the 
tume for platitudinous pronouncements has 
long passed, and it is gratifying that a real 
effort was made to grapple with present-day 
perplexities and to offer guidance that is 
relevant to contemporary needs. A realistic 
spirit is discernible in the fact that the pro- 
gramme included the discussion of practical 
questions affecting the duties of Ministers, 
the organisation of Provincial congregations, 
the scope of religious education, and work 
among youth. Addresses by laymen on 
archezological discoveries and Modern 
Hebrew literature, and the inclusion of 
Israeli films, afford evidence that our 
preachers take a comprehensive view 

The CHrer presidential address 
gave a comprehensive survey of some of the 
major problems which face the spiritual 
leaders of Orthodox Jewry in this country. 
Entrusted as he is with the heavy responsi- 
bilities of his high ecclesiastical office, he 
rightly devoted himself to a consideration 
of the question of religious authority. With 
reference to recent discussions at the Board 
of Deputies, he explained the attitude which 
he had taken up. This deserves to. be 
studied with particular attention, since, as 
he remarked, his advice had not received 
the acceptance of all Orthodox members of 
the Board. He described the official posi- 
tion of the Chief Rabbinate with at any 
rate admirable clarity when he said that 
“they had to fight against secularism, 
against indifference, and against an aggres- 
sive attitude on the part of those who spoke 
in the name of what was called * Progres- 
sive Judaism." Most wisely, however, his 
address also dealt with the necessary con- 
structive programme of Orthodoxy. In this 
connection, the Cuier Rape urged the cul- 
tivation of closer co-operation between the 
Israeli Rabbinical authorities and those of 
this: country. He declared his support of 
the proposal for re-establishing a Sanhedrin 
for the reinterpretation of traditional 
religious law. More immediately and posi- 


tively still, he spoke of practical measures 


for improving the intellectual and cultural 
equipment of Anglo-Jewry and particularly 
of its youth. 

This constructive approach was also a 
notable feature of the general proceedings. 
it was unfortunate that Dayan ABRAMSKY 
was unable to attend this important con- 
ference to speak on “ Halachic Problems of 
To-day.” But the President's line of thought 
was endorsed by Rabbi Dr. 8S. M. LEHRMAN 
and Rabbi Dr. Si-verstone, the former of 
whom said: “ That much in their ritual and 
observance needed revaluation and reinter- 
pretation only a bigot and an obscurantist 
would deny.” Their plea becomes all the 
more significant when viewed against the 
objections raised by Rabbi Jacoss, who sug. 
gested that, because none of the Rabbanim 
of the older school would agree to any 
change, therefore the question of a Sanhedrin 
should be shelved. That is a policy of 
laisser-faire at its worst, and such an objec- 
tion evidently carried little weight with 
speakers like the Rev. ARTHUR SuPER, Rabbi 
Sema, and Rabbi Harris Swirt, who all 
showed commendable courage in facing up 
to the needs of Jewry in this day and genera- 
tion. The whole tone of the discussions 
all too. familiar practice of merely quoting 
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revealed a most welcome change from the 
the Shulchan Aruch and leaving it at that. 
With a fuller awareness of their duties and 
responsibilities, our preachers should feel 
encouraged to go forth from the conference 
with renewed hope and strength to deliver 
the message of Judaism. 


SYNAGOGUE SUNDAY 


From the reports of the annual meetings of 
the constituent bodies of the United Synagogue 
(a further instalment of which appears on 
page 8) it seems that two matters aroused most 
general interest. One was concerned with rela- 
tionship with Israel, and the other with women’s 
votes. There was greater agreement about the 
first than the second. At the New West End, 
a pledge of enthusiastic support for Israel was 
carried by an overwhelming majority, and the 
same sentiment was cordially endorsed at many 
other synagogues. In this connection, the ques- 
tion of adopting the Sefardi pronunciation was 
raised, and Hampstead approved the proposal 
that the Sefardi accent should be used for 
suitable ‘portions of the liturgy and for tuition 
in the children’s religion classes. (Incidentally, 
a similar suggestion was made at the annual 
meeting of the Leeds United Hebrew Congre- 
gation.) The question of votes for women 
aroused more contention. At Dollis Hill, East 
London, and Hampstead-—-which has long 
pressed for ‘this reform—a resolution was car- 
ried which called on the United Synagogue to 
amend its Constitution so that woman seat- 
holders in their own right should have the 
power to vote at synagogue elections in future. 
But Brondesbury. Golders Green. and Hamp- 
stead Garden Suburb all rejected this proposal. 
The mover of this resolution at the New Syna- 
gogue was-—very appropriately——-Miss 
Moses, O.B.E. Speaking on behalf of Ortho- 
dox women, she denied that they had any inten- 
tion of introducing religious innovations. With 
much cogency, she asked male seatholders 
whether it did not seem odd that she had the 
right to move a resolution, even to nominate 
someone for office. and yet not to vote. Her 
logic and eloquence. however. failed to get the 
motion passed. [he meeting compromised by 
referring the matter to the United Synagogue 
Head Office and the Cuter Rape for clarifica- 
tion. It seems to us more than time that these 
women seatholders received the vote. Nothing 
but ancient prejudice prevents it—although the 
modern State of Israel has ‘several women 
M.P.s, including one in the Cabinet. The refusal 
to give votes to women aopears particularly 
illogical and ungracious at the very time when 

~as we are forcibly reminded by the incidence 
of Jewish Women's Week—Jewish women are 
foremost in practical service of their people. 


NOT A JOKE 


With characteristic impertinence, the egre- 
gious SIDNEY STANLEY, chief witness at the 
Lynskey Tribunal, this week signalied his arrival 
in Israel after his sudden disappearance from 
Britain. He apparently prevailed upon some 
newspaper correspondents to transmit impu- 
dent messages from him back to their papers, 


. but there were one or two correspondents who. 


to their credit, refused to play into his hands. 
Whether the coolness of his reception in Israel (as 
our Own correspondent reports) will abash him 
remains to be seen, but ut would be far better 
all round if he and his imordinate vanity were 
now to be completely ignored. In this connec- 
tion, the rumoured intention of a Yiddish 
theatre in London to stage a “ musical comedy ~ 
based on the proceedings at the Tribunal raises 
wider implications than those that: would nor- 
mally attach to the production of an ordinary 
Yiddish play. While we do not subscribe to 
the view that the escapades of S1aN Ley reflect 
any serious discredit on the community as a 
whole—indeed, the findings of the Tribunal 
served to show that a low standard of com- 
mercial ethics is less prevalent than had been 
feared—yet it cannot be denied that the effect 
of the incident has been to present Jews. in the 
eyes of the general public. in an unfavourable 
light. True, the affair has also given rise. 
among the non-Jewish public, to a great num- 
ber of jokes, even if many of them are feeble 
in humour and questionable in taste. But the 
humour becomes even weaker and the taste 
infinitely more deplorable when jokes of this 
kind issue from the mouths of Jews. That there 
are black sheep among us is undeniable—-per- 
haps unavoidable—-but this is a matter for 
shame rather than for witticisms. While it is 
true that the Yiddish musical comedy is not 
quite on all fours with the corresponding Eng- 
lish production, as it consists as a rule of 
“straight” drama or melodrama interspersed 
with songs and dances, it is nevertheless a flip- 
pant type of entertainment: and the misconduct 
of a member of the house of Israel is certainly 
no occasion for flippancy. As Mrs. Ester 
Iwi remarked in a letter to THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE’ recently, “once a lower standard 
of conduct is accepted as the correct one. then 
the general standard must inevitably deterior- 
ate.” Once a lapse in commercial integrity is 
regarded as a subject for humour. it is but 
a step to tolerating it, perhaps even looking on 
it as praiseworthy shrewdness. It is not too 
late, if the rumour is correct, for the theatre 
and the author to have second thoughts. 


CALL FOR TEACHERS 


Great hopes have been aroused by the recep 
establishment of a Faculty for the Trainin of 
Teachers. This is to be under the aden of 
Jews’ College and the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education for the present, so as to 
leave opportunity for the possible later co. 
operation of the Central Council for Jewish 
Religious Education. As will be seen from 
the letter signed by Rabbi Dr. Isinog, 
Epstein and Dr. Isipore Fisuman, which ap- 
pears on page 14 of this issue, a carefw!|, pre- 
pared scheme is now being launched Th, 
curriculum of studies is both practical and com.

Training Colleges under the Ministry of Edy. 
cation. The students will enjoy the library 
and other amenities of the College. and byr. 
saries will be provided by the Faculty. A 
sharing of certain lectures between the student 
for the Ministry and those training for the teach- 
ing profession should have mutual advantages 
since the Ministerial students will be able to attend 
the new pedagogic and educational courses 
It seems in every way an admirable and attrac. 
tive scheme. Only one thing remains to en- 
sure its successful implementation—the neces. 
sary entry of students. Upon the recruitment 
of young men and women to this new Faculty 
depends in large measure the religious future of 
the community. It is significant that evening 
courses for teachers already in the employ of the 
London Board have attracted 20 teachers. 


BRITISH IDEALS 


THe noblest British ideals found splendid ex- 
pression in the speech delivered by Sir Cuakies 
TREVELYAN last week at Newcastle-on-Tyne 
(and reported on page | of this issue). Sir 
CHARLES quoted from the famous appea! for 
the removal of disabilities on the Jews which 
was ‘delivered by .Ims great-uncle, the illustrious 
Lord MacauLay, as his maiden speech in the 
House of Commons. That oration constitutes 
a classic exposition of British principles of 
tolerance and justice. Its citation found a 
worthy setting and commentary in Sir s 
own speech. He rightly urged that a people 
should be judged by all that is. finest and 
grandest in its traditions. By such a test, as 
he so eloquently showed, both - Britain and 
Jewry deserve well of the world. Each has 
an honoured and distinctive contribution to 
make to the well-being of humanity, and man- 
kind would be the poorer .without those respec- 
live contributions. It is due to our self-respect 
that we should remind ourselves from time to 
tume of the ideals which we cherish. In similar 
vein, addressing an assembly of youth at the 
Albert Hall this week, the Prime Minister. Mr 
ATTLEE, spoke of the special ideas which. as i 
seemed to him, the people of Britain had de- 
veloped as the result of experience in the field 
of human relationships. First he mentioned 
tolerance, which implied the right of another 
person to hold different views from one’s own. 
and which ensured in this country a healthy 
reaction against anything in the nature of per- 
secution. The second factor mentioned by) 
Mr. ATILEE was the practical spirit, which 
chimed in very well with tolerance. The British 
people, he said, had a horror of tying themselves 
to rigid formule to be applied, regardless of 
circumstances. They always remembered tha! 
there were many things which if worked oul 
to their logical conclusion would result in di- 
aster. A third British characteristic was the 
sense of continuity. This-enabled us to go 
farther and faster than some who soughi to 
make great haste, because we had not tc go 
back to pick up again things of value rash!) 
cast away. It might be worth consid: az how 
much the more intensive cultivation of these 
three characteristics would increase the interna! 
well-being of the Anglo-Jewish Community. 
which is so riven with dissension nowadays on 
so many questions.

A tenet bas to be gicancd and 
toaether from the entire field More- 
ower. the opinions which are expressed in its 
folios emanate from many hundreds of teachers 
who ranec Over a period of more than 4x ccn- 
cries. It is scafeely to be expected. therefore. 
hat they should speak with ome voice on any 
theme. Uswally we are faced with a variety 
of views which are often contradictory.” 


Running Commentary 


Yet. despite thesé handicaps, Dr. 
Cohen confidently guides his readers 
hrough the wide and variegated field of 
Talmudic thought on religion and life 
His method is that of a running com- 
mentary on the subject-matter, freely in- 
verspersed with relevant extracts from the 
Takmuds and the earlier Midrashim 
Though. as he admits, no subject can 
chim completeness of treatment, the sur- 
vey adequately demonstrates the quality 
and the magnitude of the range of ideas 
covered. in these sources.

SOUTH AFRICAN FAMILY 


The Member for Capetown. By W. E. 
SOLOMON. Capetown, Geof- 
frey Cumberlege, Oxford University 
Press.

The Solomon family of South Africa, 
which originated in St. Helena, is not 
Jewish, and has not been since the early 
decades of last century. Saul Solomon, 
the subject of this biography by his 
youngest son, was sent to school at Cape- 
lown in 1828, and a few years later was 
followed to the Colony by his parents. 
Joseph and Hannah Solomon, and their 
other children, who had been living in 
S. Helena. By then, according to the 
mographer, the Solomons had sipped 
away from Judaism; the parents had 
marned im a Christian church in ‘St. 
Helena and the children were attending 
Christian services, 


Distinguished Men 


Nevertheless, the Solomons have a 
place in the story of South African Jewry, 
even if « is mostly in footnotes. They 
Produced many distinguished men, and 
aimost every generation of Solomons was 
living iesimony of Jewish talent and 
enterprise erven wholeheartedly to the ser- 
vice of the country of adoption. Sau! 
Solomon, stunted by rheumatic — fever. 
became one of the most important 
ngures in Cape politics, He was a news- 
Paper proprietor, sat in the Assembly for 
nearly thirty years, and might have be- 
come the first Premier under responsible 
fovernment had his health pernmntted it. 
His eldest son became Mr. Justice Saul 

omon, and the youngest, who now 
recounts his father's career, has dis- 
linguished himself as an artist. 

Among the other grandchildren of 
Joseph and Hannah were Sir William 
Solomon, a Chief Justice of the Union, 
1 Edward Solomon, a member of the 
frst Union Senate, and Sir Richard Solo- 
mon. the Union's first High Commis- 
‘oner in London. Most illustrious of 
‘hem all was probably Nathaniel Isaacs, 
on of another St. Helena branch, who 
Was an explorer and a founder of Natal. 

Much love and industry have gone into 
the present biography. It is, of course, 
long; filial biographies often are.

PROBLEMS OF TURKISH JEWRY 


HE ISTANBUL 
present emigration move- 
ment to Israel has brought 


about great changes in the 

Structure of the Jewish Communities 
in Turkey. 

_ Some of the smaller Jewish Communi- 
lies, deprived by the emigration movement 
of most of their members, now find it 
difficult to obtain a Minyan for syna- 
gogue services. And the departure of 
rabbis, communal officials, and wealthy 
contributors, who paid for the upkeep of 
the communal institutions, has left mans 
communities without spiritual or admuinis- 
trative guidance In many cases, the 
communities are experiencing consider- 
able financial difficulties 

It is a remarkable fact that the per- 
centage of emigrants from the smaller 
Jewish centres has ‘been considerably 
higher than from the larger towns. Towns 
like Maras and Alexandrette are now 
completely empty of Jews. The once 
flourishing Jewish Communities of Bursa. 
Edirne, Canakale, Adana. and Mersin 
have lost half their members. and stil! 
more are preparing to emigrate One. 
third of Izmir's 14.000 Jews have left the 
country. In all. it is estimated that over 
10,000 Turkish Jews have emigrated since 
the establishment of the State of Israel 

In Istanbul. however, the Jewish 
munity has not, at the moment. the 
same probiems as the smaller communi 
ties. So far, only 10 per cent of the 
city's 45.000 Jews have emigrated. 


Independent Communities 


Communal! activity in Istanbul, Izmir. 
and Edirne is chiefly concentrated in the 
Chief Rabbinate. Since Chief Rabbinates 
exist only in these three cities, communal! 
affairs on the smaller towns are conducted 
by the local administrative councils. Each 
community operaics independently, and 
only exceptional matters, such as prob- 
lems of divorce and conversion. are re- 
ferred to the Chief Rabbinates in the 
larger towns. All Jewish institutions and 
Synagogues are maintained by voluntary 
contributions collected at the synagogues 
during the Holy-days 

In Istanbul, the Chief Rabbinate’s 
activities are directed by a Lay Counc! 
and a Religious Counci! (Beth Din) 
Various commissions are affiliated to the 
Lay Council, which deals with administra 
tive and financial affairs. These include 
a Board’ of Education, which sponsors a 
Jewish high school and four communa! 
schools catering for more than 3,000 
pupils: a Central Welfare Commussion 
which co-ordinates the financial activities 
of the various social and charitable in- 
stitutions: and a comanssion§ called 
Mahazekei Torah, which encourages the

propagation of religion a the youth 
and trains candidates for religious posts. 

The Religious Council has undergone a 
serious decline in the past 25 years, and 
only three of its original 20 members 
remain. The President, Dayan Raphaci 
Saban. ts also the Deputy for the Chief 
Rabbi The Jewish Community is 
anxious about the future of the Beth Din. 
because there are no candidates to 
succeed the present members. Turkish 
Jewry. which in the past produced such 
well-known spiritual leaders as Haim 
Nahoum Effendi (Chief Rabbi of Egypt). 
Dr. M. Ventura (former Chief Rabbi of 
Alexandria). and the late Gaon Haim 
Beyrano (the last Chief Rabi of 
Turkey), is now unable to find a solution 
to this important problem. 

Despite difficulties during the war, the 
Istanbul Jewish Community has main- 
tamed socal and charitable insiitu- 
Hons, and created new ones Among 
these institutions are a Jewish Hospital 
founded in 1884. an orphanage, and a 
home for the aged. The Izmur community 
maintains a hospital, an orphanage 
youth clubs, and communal schools 


Shortage of Ministers 


The shortage of spiritual leaders in 
Turkey ts mainly due to the ban on 
Jewish rehgious instruction, which was 
lifted only a few months ago after being 
in force for 25 years Because of this 
ban. it has been wmpossible for the Jewish 
authorities to appoint a Chief Rabbi- 
the post has been vacant for 18 years 
since the Government msists that the per- 
son appointed be of Turkish birth and 
nationality

THE JUDEAN SCROLLS 


Iil.—Significance of the Find 
By Dr. M. WALLENSTEIN 


In the issues of April 22 axd April 29. 
Dr. Wallenstein described the find of 
the Judean Scroils, especiaily the script 
of the Book af Isaiah. In his conclud- 
ing arti le he writes of their possibile 
ugnificance 
The Habakkuk Text. This scroll 

about five feet long, suffered greatly 

during the long period of concealment in 
the cave. It is eaten away in places, and 
there is thus a considerable number of 
lacunae. The writing is well spaced and 
clear. reminding one of the Milhemet 
scroll. But it falls short of the Milhemet 
in neatness and meticulousness 

This text may perhaps best be described 
as a commentary, for is a_ kind 
of expository treatise on the Book oi 

Habakkuk. First comes the citation of 

the Biblical text, and then follows the 

comment, . usually introduced by the

vocabulary and syntax are, on the whole 
Biblical. with a slight sprinkling of some 
later ingredients of the language. Indeed, 
one cannot help sensing at times some 
flavour of our medieval commentaries, 
but this may be purely subjective, as one 
is used to medieval Biblical commentary 
only. 
No Exact Date 


It is difficult to give an exact date for

Indeed, this text may be of great help in 
deciding the date of the whole of ihe 
scrolls found in the Judean cave. The 
Kittites of Egypt” and the “ 
of Assyria mentioned in the Milhemet 
text published by Sukenik and the 
S°NTNS mentioned in the Habakkuk 


commentary may strengthen Sukenik's 
assumption that the “ Kittites of Egypt 
are to be identified with the Ptolemaic 
Greeks, and the “ Kittites of Assyria 
with the Seleucid Grecks.

ic) the Sectarian document This is 
the second largest of the four Syran- 
owned scrolls, measuring about 64 feet 
long. It seems to have been used much 
less than the Isaiah scroll, bearing fewer 
traces of handling. Most of the damage 
t has sustained appears to be due to 
worms rather than age 

The handwriting, while it has many 
striking features in common with the 
other scrolls, such as the long ascender 
of the lamed and the long final mem, 
yet differs in many respects from them 
A certain number of letters deviate in 
shape from those of the other scrolls and 
are remimiscent of the Samaritan script. 
This MS. seems to be a kind of manual 
of discipline of an unidentified sect, pos- 
sibly the Essenes. who hved in the vicinity 
of En-Gedi, not far from the cave where 
the scrolls were found. lt begins with a 
string of infinitives, which may enher be 
taken aS imperatives enjoined on persons 
wishing to join the sect, or as something 
like the promises made on oath by would- 
he members on entering into the covenant 
of the sect. It is interesting to see the 
priests recital of the blessings which will 
be bestowed on those who obey the laws. 
followed by the Levites’ recital of the curses 
in the case of transgression. In both 
cases the initiates respond, “ Amen.” In 
Deuteronomy, ch. 27, we have a simular 
ceremony

We are not as 
yet sure about the exact date of thew 
composition or of when the copies were 
made. But they are certainly very old. 
They have not hitherto been known to 
us enther m the original Hebrew or tm 
any translation (except. of course. Isaiah) 
These (texts May Open many avenues 
through which one may be led into wider 
knowledge of the Jewssh people in the 
few centuries before the destruction of 
the Second Temple 


A Vital Link 


New research into the script, the spel- 
ing, the vocabulary, and the syntax of 
the Hebrew language must mevitably 
result. The literary genius of the Jews. as 
expressed in Hebrew, did not end at the 
period of the Second Temple as has some- 
times been thought. A few books of the 
Bible. indeed, witness to its continuance. 
One may assume here that at least some 
parts of the text of the Bible, as we have 
them to-day, are not as they appeared in 
the original, for the Masoretes were 
anxious to give the Bible a kind of uni- 
formity, and therefore, so to speak, sub- 
jected itt to a unified discipline. The new 
find supplies a vital link which had 
hitherto been missing in the long chain of 
development of the Hebrew la 
is limgurstic matter in a fluid state, during 
one of the stages of its growth.

And there ix 
enthusiasm, too. [| do not know of any 
English community of 2.000 souls which 
would go to the expense of bringing a 
lecturer down a thousand miles. enter- 
taming him royally, making it worth his 
while to come, and (this “ the most im- 
portant) turning out to hear bim two or 
three hundred strong on three nights on 
succession : bul this is a in 
the U.S.A. The communities are per- 
haps unlearned. but they have a thirs 
for culture which. for the visting 
Englishman. is refreshing And nowa- 
days one finds in some of these remoter 
centres Jewishly-cultured homes. some- 
tumes with excellent libraries and even 
museum collections, which would be re- 
freshing to visit anywhere. Incidentally. 
I cannot recall any Jewish community 
where there was not some sort of library, 
sometimes a surprisingly good one. 


OF COURSE, as is notorious. the 
degree of Jewish observance is sometimes 
depressingly low. There are many 
places where the synagogues are almost 
empty on Seturday mornings, and 
Reform congrefations where no service 
at all is held. owever, it is hardly for 
us m England to pages the finger of 
scorn; and I really do not know whether 
betier in a community of a thousand 
souls to have no service on Friday night 
and fifty or so attending on Saturday 
morning of no service on Saturday morn- 
ng a couple of hundred on Friday 
night. Time will tell. 

do not wish to suggest tha! every- 
in the garden i 
lovely. It contains without doubt many 
sadly desolate patches, a good dea! of 
rank growth, and a few pormonous weeds 
(for cxample, the assimilationist com- 
munity organised not long ago which 
dema as a condition of membership 
a signed declaration that the applicant 


was a “Cascasian,” abjured Jewish 
nationalism. and did not cat kasher 
food!). But it has, too, tremendous 


resources of idealism and cnthusiasm, as 
well as of material sirength. Pessimist 
though 1 usually am, my outstanding im- 
pression was this.

Process of Absorption 


The process of absorption of Jews in 
this country had not always proceeded 
at an even pace. By absorption he 
meant not the loss of individuality but 
the acquiring of an outlook which inte- 
grated with that of the neighbour. The 
more extreme forms of Zionism had in 
some instances impeded the possibility of 
hs integration He trusted that the 
establishment of Israel and the simmering 
down of emotions would permit Anglio- 
Jewry to take its bearings afresh, and to 
see where its destiny lay. 

There were certain dangers which they 
sould not overlook. While anti-Semitism 
could be aroused by words it could not 
be stemmed by words but only by con- 
duct.

Commuitee had done a great deal with 
waverers by stressing that there are black 
sheep in all communities but ihey would 
never complete the job until they cleaned 
up their own house. 

The community had in the past gained 
strength from a real integration of out- 
look with their fellow-cnizens. They 
did not slacken in their reigion and 
Jewish outlook on life. but they did 
approach problems in the same way as 
their neighbours, and they became Ree 
lishmen without ceasing to be Jews 

Two great problems had come up be- 
fore the outbreak of the war. ere 
was, first, the self-imposition of a 
ghettoism not only of the mind but also 
of locality This led to a separatism 
which was one of the greatest dangers to 
the community. This separatism mind 
gave the idea to their fellow-citizens that 
the Jews were a group apart, that they 
were what Hitler said—something quite 
different from the normal! citizens. A 
counterbalancing advantage might have 
been that Judaism would be strength- 
ened; but people stuck togetber because 
they were Jews in name and in birth but 
not because they were Jews in outlook 
and in spirit 

fr. Montagu doubted whether the 
Jews would be able to meet the diffi- 
culties which beset them. To bring the 
peopic back to the fold they would need 
a real Campaign in education, in citizen- 
ship. and Judaism. That was why the 
scheme for community centres attached 
fo Synagogues was a hopeful move. but 
the campaign had failed. at least for the 
present. because there were so many 
demands on peopic for morney.

ADATH YISROEL AND 
THE DEPUTIES 


“The Jewish Chronicle ” 
Attacked 


[By a Jewish Curonncie Reporter] 


The representation of Orthodox Jewry 
at the Board of Deputies was almost the 
sole topic dealt with at the annual meet- 
mg of the Adath Yisroel Synagogues. 
which was held last week at 67, Lord- 
ship Road, London, N.16. 


Mr. B. Strauss presided and presented 
the report, and also an accoum of the 
Board of Deputies, with special refer- 
ence to the Orthodox Group. He spoke 
of the victory they had won over the 
Liberals. and said it was important 
because Liberalism was trying to infil- 
trate into the small communities in this 
country. 

THe Jewish CHronicie, he went on, 
had recently supported the Liberals and 
had acted as their mouthpiece. This was 
not the first tume. he. added, that they 
had had to complain about the Libera! 
incinations of THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 
The decision of the Board was not “a 
grave error, as the newspaper's previous 
week s “ leader” had said. The Anglo- 
Jewish Community were too active and 
100 healthy to be ready to commit 
suicide. 

In the course of the discussion, Mr. 
H. A. Goodman attacked Mr. Strauss 
lor “concentrating on politics” and 
negiecting their local problems, which 
should be the sole concern of the Adath. 


Orthodox Jews ». Liberals ” 


The Board of Deputies. said Mr 
Goodman, was not the place to fight the 
baities between the Orihodox Jews and 
the Liberals. The stick which had been 
used at the last meeting against the 
Liberals had in the past been invariably 
used against the Orthodox groups The 
Gateshead Kehilla had waited 20 years 
for a marriage secretary suggest 
that THe Jewisn CHrosicre was the 
organ of Lrberal Judaism was nonsense 
THE Jewish CHRONICLE gave space to 
various pomis of view and had given con. 
siderable space to Orthodox Jewry 

Aflier advising the Adath Yusroel to 
keep out of the controversy, Mr. Good- 
man said: “What we want i a united 
Angio-Jewnsh Communiy. and when 
the Chairman interjected. With the 
Liberals! Mr. Goodman retorted, “ A 
united Anglo-Jewish Community—with 
the Liberals. if vou like.” 

Two resolutions calling on the Board 
of Deputies to maintain ius independence 
and stating that affiliation to the Board 
should be reconsidered in the event of 
the Board adhering to any other Jewish 
organisation. were withdrawn when the 
representatives of ithe Hendon Adath 
pointed out that the external affairs of the 
Adath had to be considered and agreed to 
by a Ccommutice 

Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld reported on 
the kashrut and educational activities of 
the Adath 

Mr. J. Weil complained of unfair deal- 
ing by butchers, and suggested that if no 
remedy could be found the Adath might 
open its own Duichers shops

UNION COUNCIL MEETING 

The annua! meeting of the Counc: of 
the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
eregations followed in the evening. and 
the discussion on the Deputies was con- 
tinued. On this occasion, there were 
many fresh delegates representing a larger 
number of synagogues 

Mr. Goodman presided: and Rabb: A. 
Carlebach reporied tha: the Union now 
comprised 47 synagogues. of which nine 
were in the Provinces. Five new syna- 
gogues had joined during the year 

When Mr. G. Hepner asked for a re- 
port on the Board of Deputies, Mr 
Goodman inquired whether they were so 
satisfied wiih ali the matters concerning 
religion that they had nothing to discuss 
but external matiers 

Dr. J. Braude. speaking to Mr. Good- 
man, said: “For many years you have 
led Orthodox Jewry everywhere, but of 
late we have realised that your views 
are distorted because o!f your strong hnks 
with Liberal Jews. You no jonger repre- 
sent the Orihodox masses, you go your 
own way. 

Several more atiacks on Mr. Good- 
man followed. In his reply. Mr. Good- 
man ridiculed the suggesuon that he 
had any connection with Liberal Judaism 
There were. he said. many problems 
which had to be dealt with, such as the 
thousands of Jewish children in Chris- 
tian homes and the International Refugee 
Organisation. His aim had been to get 
the Board of Deputies, the Anglo-Jewrsh 
Association, the World Jewuh Congress, 
and the Aguda to work together on 
such matters.

Affiliation to W.J.C. 


To the Editor of Tet Jew:sn CHronicie

Sin. Your leader of May 6, under the 
tile of “The Deputies,” giving an 
analysis of the present situation facing the 
Board of Deputies, contains the follow- 
ing statemeat: “ Moreover, the independ- 
ence and responsibility of the Board are 
furthtr menaced by its threatened subor- 
dination to the World Jewish Congress.” 

It is not my intention to enter into the 
dispute whether the Board of Deputies 
should or should not affiliate to the 
World Jewish Congress. This is entirely 
a matter for the Deputies to decide. 
should like, however, to draw your atien- 
tion, and the attention of your readers. 
to the fact that affiliation to the World 
Jewish Congress neither menaces nor 
threatens the independence and responsi- 
bility of the Board of Deputies as a con- 
Stituent body. Conclusive proof of this 
is provided in Article 3 of the Censtitu- 
tion of the World Jewish Congress, which 
reads as follows: 

“ Affiliation with the World Jewish Congress 
ali in no way affect the autonomy of affiliates 
with regard to the internal and religious affairs 
of their respective Jewssh communities nor 
imply any authorisation to the World Jewish 
OCongres w intervene m the domestic political 
affairs of thet country.” 

Morcover, the main aim of the World 
Jewish Congress, as expressed in Article 
? of the Constitution, is “ to co-ordinate 
the efforts of its affiliated organisations 
with respect to the political, economic, 
social, and cultural problems of the 
Jewish people. and to represent and act 
on behalf of its affiliated organisations 
before governmental, imtergovernmental, 
and other international! authorities in 
respect to matiers which concern the 
Jewish people as a whole.’ Such am 


for co-ordination and organised repre- 
sentation can hardly be regarded as 
subordination to the World Jewish Con- 
ess or a “threat of independence 
use, otherwise, the Board of Deputies 
would not have joined, or rather created, 
the “Co-ordinating Board of Jewish 
Organisations,” which claims the same 
purpose. 
There remains only the question 
whether there should be a central co- 
ordinating representation, which com- 
prises the great majority of Jewish Com- 
munities throughout the world, or a num- 
ber of small co-ordinating Boards and 
similar ad hoc institutions which consist 
of two or three Jewish organisations.

A Minority Decision

Sin.—One has to return again, with 
regret, to the issue of these secessions 
from the Board of Deputies. Surely the 
regrets should have been levelled against 
those bodies in our community who refuse 
consistently to accept majormy verdicts, 
who retire from a contest when it goes 
against them and then have the imperti- 
nence to pretend that it is they who have 
been pushed out 

It ts no wonder that these very bodies 
who have seceded have done so. They 
represent those elements in Angilo-Jewry 
whose Jewish loyalties’ have been 
gradually watered down until they are 
hardly apparent at all. They certainly do 
not represent the modern spirit of the 
aroused, fighting Jewry which has asserted 
its independence im the face of a hostile 
world: the type of Jew who refuses to 
accem rebufis. who got the Balfour Dec- 
larauion in spite of these elements’ opposi- 
tion; who got the Jewish Siaie in spite 
of their long and bitter campaign against 
it; who got the refugees out of the D-P. 
camps into the Israel which they created. 
How much longer the Jewish tragedy 
would have gone on unalleviated but for 
this type of Jew, can only be gauged if one 
considers the timid palliatives which these 
deyudaised seceders have always brought 
forward as solutions to our urgent and 
burning probiems. 

It is a good thing that the Board should 
not be afraid to speak up for the’ wider 
and the real Jewish interests. even if it 
displeases those who would carry on their 
Judaism only in the secret recesses of their 
public and private life. They form no 
more than 4 per cent of the Board in 
any case. When they learn the courage 
and the spir that endures defeat and 
opposition and still fights on. thev will 
come back to the Board. thev will be 
welcomed into its councils. and they will 
then be the asset to the community which 
their training and traditions. which thev 
at present belie, eminently fit them to be.

Leeds Point of View 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE - 


From Mr. MARK LABOVITCH 


Syx.—1 have read with interest the 
etter of Mr. Alfred and your own 
editorial note which are based on a 
report of my remarks published in your 
April 29 issue. 

There are two-distinct points of view 
on this question of the Jewish Blind 
Society's new building at Dorking. This 
project, worthy as it is, may have com- 
mended itself to the meeting of the Joint 
Provincial Representative Councils. Their 
decisions, however, do not bind any of 
the participating bodies and we, in Leeds. 
while not decrying the work of the Blind 
Society. prefer to have our own point of 
view. Tbe Minister of Health may have 
stated that he does not intend taking 
this body over. But Government depart- 
ments have changed their minds in the 
past. and may do so again. We had the 
experience, in Leeds, of some £40,000 of 
isboriousiy acquired assets for a Jewish 
hospita! being taken over by the Siate. 
We have also, be it said, been reheved by 
he Siate of the burden of finding several! 
thousands of pounds each year, for the 
samc tal. 3 

We fee! that since the Jewish people 
to-day face enormous demands for pur- 
poses which are vital to the whole of 
Jewry aod the whole of Jewry's future, 
we musi concentrate our energies, there- 
fore. on such major projects as the Join 


Palestine Appeal and the Central British 
Fund. Responsibilities which the State 
will tke over should be surrendered 
willing!s British Government depar'- 


ments have never failed to regard de- 
som interests and are not Iikely 
to do so in the future. Jewish citizens 
fulfil their. obligations to the State and. 
therefore. can receive what any other 
cuzen takes from the State without any 
fecline of inferiority or differentiation. 
Exher emancipation means this of it 
means nothing at all.

Choosing a Career (2) 


It is essential that a standard of pro- 
ficency should have been reached, in 
considering the choice of a career. and 
that the candidate should have indicated 
hes capability in the subjects which wil! 
have a special relevance to his later 
career. 


Particular importance is attached—in 
advising a young person—to his capacity 
© acquite the requisite knowledge to 
undertake the relevant studies for his 
chosen profession and, finally, to carry 
out the duties and accept the responsi- 
blues of his: vocation 

Frequently, young people or their 
parents on thei behalf insist on their 
ability to qualify for careers because they 
have attended schools with good 
academic records and feel their good 
education has been wasted unless they 
undertake a professional career. In such 
cases the vocational adviser has io make 
clear the points indicated above, especi- 
ally the level of intelligence required 
which will enable the necessary stand- 
ards to be attained 

Ir must further be stressed that man) 
parents set their hearts on their children 
taking up a specific profession. often 
making considerable sacrifices to this 
end: bul because they ignore the aciua!

Jewish Cookery 


RICE—SWEET AND SAVOURY 


Patna rice-—-the long thin grains— 
should be used for savoury dishes, when 
available, and Carolina rice (short fat 
grains) for sweet dishes. 


Sweet Dishes 


For a really creamy pudding, allow 2 
rounded cablenesonhile rice to | pint of 
sweetened milk Turn into a greased 
oven dish and bake in a very siow oven 
for 3 hours. 


For a fruit rice pudding, add 2 oz. sul- 
tanas or cul up dates. 

For a Cold Sweet. Allow 24 oz. rice 
10 1 pt. sweetened milk. and cook in a 
double saucepan for 14-2 hours, stirring 
occasionally with a fork. When cool, 
add a spoonful or two of top milk and 
flavour with vanilla. Turn into a basin 
and leave till quite cold before turning 
out. Sprinkle with graied chocolate or 
cinnamon If preferred,: flavour with 
almond essence. For  chocolate- 
flavoured sweet, add |! or 2 oz. grated 
chocolate while sill hot, and mix in 
hehtiy till dissolved 

For Rice and Raisin Mould. Add 2 oz. 
seediess raisins and a pinch of cinnamon 
to the rice and milk, and cook as above 
in a double saucepan until the rice is 
soft and the milk absorbed. 


To Boil Rice for Savoury Dishes 


Put the washed rice into a large sauce- 
pan of boiling. salted water. and boil 
rapidly until tender—about 12-158 min- 
utes. Strain through a sieve (save the 
water for soup o, sauce), and pour cold 
water over to separate the grains. Reheat 
in a moderate oven for a few minutes, 
keeping the oven door open. 


Risotto 


Rice, 6 Oz.; water. 14 pts.: tomato 
puréc, 4 pt.; grated cheese. 2 oz.; mar- 
garine. | oz.; salt and pepper. 

Cook the -rice im the boiling, salted 
water ull tender. and strain off any water 
that has not been absorbed (reserve for 
soup). Add the tomato purée, half the 
cheese and margarine. season with salt 
and pepper, and reheat. Turn into a 
hot dish, sprinkle over the remaining 
cheese, and serve very ho! 

Note. For a more substantial dish, 
serve with poached eggs on top. 


Savoury Rice 


This is a good “ extra to serve with 
a tiny joint of meat, in addition to a 
green vegetable 

Put 2 tablespoonfuls washed rice into 
a greased oven dish, add a finely<hopped 
omon and pour over |! pint water 
flavoured with vegetable extract, season 
with salt and pepper. and bake in a 
moderate oven for about 2 hours. Half- 
an-hour before serving. pour over a 
spoonful or two of fat and gravy from 
the meat. and when available cover the 
top with 3 tomatoes. skinned and sliced.

Mr. Bevin, Foreign Secretary, said in 
Parhament on Wednesday that \t was the 
desire of the Government that the Middle 
East arms embargo should be lifted as 
soon Peace and tranquilliy were 
reasonably well established. 

“I have the matier under constant 
review and | hope thai the time will not 
be long delayed.” he declared. 

Fores of Dean) 
referred to the armistice agreement 
between Israci and Transjordan and 
asked whether the arms embargo on 
Transjordan could be lifted at once. He 
suggested that the embargo should also 
be raised on all other Arab States which 
signed similar agreements with Israel. 

Mr. Bevin replied: “ We hope to clear 
up the whole situation so that everybody 
will Be in exactly the same position.” 

Dr. S. SeGcat (Lab., Preston) thought it 
would be more humanc if Britain, instead 
of selling arms to the Arab States, sold 
food and medical supplies to relieve the 
tens of thousands of Arab refugees who 
were in danger of dying from disease and 
Siarvation.

PEACE TALKS BEGIN AT LAUSANNE 


French Working Paper Accepted 
By JON KIMCHE 


Lausanne, Thursday 


Formal peace negotiations between 
Jews and Arabs began here this morning 
~—significanily on the first day of Israc!'s 
membership of the United Nations. Last 
night, the Isracli delegation formeaily 
accepted the revised French working 
paper as a starting point for negotiations. 

Thus, after fifteen days. came the light. 
After two weeks of talking and go- 
betweens travelling between the Arab- 
occupied Palace Hotel and the Isracli 
and Concilation Commission head- 
Quarters, it was the French Chairman. 
Claude de Boisanger. who overcame the 
main stumbling block to the opening of 
proper peace talks here 

At five o clock vesterday afiernoon, the 
Arab reply formally reached the Com- 
mission. It said that the Arab delega- 
tions were willing to begin talks simul- 
tancously on all subjects and no longer 
insist on the retufn of refugees to Isracl 
being assured first. The reply says that 
Arabs accept the French working 
paper as a Sarting point. but without 
prejudice to their demand that the U.N. 
resoluuion of December 11, 1948, be

Maia Difficulty 


Discussion about the future of Jeru- 
salem has been pushed into the back- 
round. ft is clear, however, that the 
Commission is primarily concerned with 
the partitioning of Jerusalem rather than 
internationalisation. The main difficuity 
about Jerusalem is at present found in 
differences among the Arab delegations. 
While all Arab delegations, except Jor- 
dania, have plumped for an international 
solution, Jordania at present insists not 
only on keeping control of the Old City, 
but demands ke wh whole of Jerusalem. 

The Commission is faced by a serious 
internal upset owing to the departure of 
its Most energetic and able member, the 


United States representative, Mr. Mark 
Etheridge. He is resigning his sition 
a: the end of this month, when the talks 


will probably enter the crucial phase. He 
has to return to manage his newspaper. the 
Loursvi_te Courter, as his partner has 
been appointed E.C.A. Admimsirator in 
France. 

No account of this conference on 
Palestine would be complete, even at this 
early stage, without noting tts most 
remarkable feature--the total absence of 
the British in spirit, influence, and 
petese Every debate at the United 

lations and every commission on Pales- 
tne has hitherto been dominated by 
British presence and the reactions which 
thes inspired. Anti-British feeling, there- 
fore. was always noticeable among both 
Arabs and Jews at past conferences. 

But here there is no trace of the British 
ether on the Commission or im its 
surroundings and consequently the 
British are almost popular among the 
participants. suggestion was even 
broached that there should be a British 
deputy director for a new developmen! 
committee about to be set up. Com- 
mander Jackson's name has been men- 
tioned im this connection.

tee an additional $20,000,000, sufficient 
to settle another 40,000 imnmnegrants. 

Earlier, Dr. Israel Goldstein, Treasurer 
of the Jewish Agency, had reported an 
expenditure of £14,700,000 in the last 
eight months for immigration and kindred 
Purposes. Nearly 100,000 immigranis. 
he said, were occupy.ng abandoned Arab 
dwellings. The provision of new hous- 
ing was now Isracl’s mosi pressing need ; 
the semi-public Amidar Corporation 
would seek to raise debentures totalling 
£12.500,000 to cover the expanded hous- 
ing programme. Since September, 
declared Goldstein, 33 new settie- 
ments and 14 reception camps had 
established. 

The proposal to set up a joint Govern- 
ment and Jewish Agency Commission to 
deal with problems connected with the 
housing of new immigfants was sub- 
mitted by Mr. Isaac Gruenbaum. former 
Minister of the Interior in the Provi- 
sional Government. He also su gested 
the formation of a “Labour Force 
along semi-military lines ““as in Russia, 
but with chis difference: here immigrants 
will build for themselves, not for others.” 
Such a force, he said, could be used to 
build new towns and villages. 

Professor S. Brodetsky raised the 
long-term problem of maintaining the 
Zionist Movement outside Israel. “ The 
Galut,”” he said, “ is being emptied of its 
Zionist content and. so far, no steps have 
been taken to refill it.” A new educa- 
tion programme was urgently needed to 
create new Zionist cadres, he declared. 

Other delegates from Britain attending 
the conference include Dr. S. Levenberg 
and the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom.

FRENCH INTEREST IN 
NEAR EAST 


Support for Syria ?

The cat-and-mouse game being 
played by Syrian armistice negotia- 
tors is regarded in Government quarters 
here to be due to renewed French interes: 
in Middle Eastern affairs. 

France, it appears, is trying hard to 
make a comeback in this part of the 
world. It never accepted willingly its 
expulsion from the Lebanon and Syria. 
which it ascribed to British machinations. 

How far French influence is now being 
actively deployed to stiffen the new 
Syrian ruler’s opposition. both to Israel 
and Abdullah's expansionist programme. 
remains obscure, bul the wayward poli- 
cies of Colonel Zaim, the Syrian ruler, 
are considered to be due to outside 
influences. 

The French attitude to the question of 
Jerusalem is also causing some anxiety 
here. France is the protecting Power for 
a large number of Christian institutions 
in and around Jerusalem, and may con- 
sider that the establishment of some kind 
of international régime for the Holy City 
and places may give her a favoured 
position. 


ISRAEL FREE TO MAKE 
NEW TRADE PACTS

The United Nations has been advised 
by the International Trade Organisation, 
now mecting at Annecy, France, that the 
nations which had reciprocal trade agree- 
ments with Palestine prior to the ter- 
mination of the British Mandate, are 
released fram former contracts and are 
free to enter into new trade and tariff 
agreements with Israel. 

Israel. was stated, is also free to 
negotiate trade agreements on a new 
basis.

REPORT ON BERNADOTTE 
MURDER 

The first reactions-of the Swedish Press 
to the Israeli report on the Bernadoite 
assassination have been disiinctly un- 
favourable, says the J.T.A correspondent 
in.

e influential SrockHotmM TIDNINGEN 
criticises fact that the report 
appeared so late and suegests that it 
might not have been oublished at all 
were it not for the conditions laid down 
by Sweden when granted de fecto 
recognition to Israel. “ Our confidence 
in the new State has been severely 
shaken.” the paper says. 

Israel's report, made public by the 
Swedish authorities. makes it clear that 
the Israeli Government does not regard 
the case as closed. It states that the 
authorities were unable to establish 
sufficiens evidence to incriminate any 
Stern Gane suspect. Nor was there 
enough evidence against the leaders of 
the former dissident groun The wit- 
nesses were five small children, whose 
evidence was circumstantial. the report 
says. It adds: “ There is sil! hope that 
the culprits will be faund.”
